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REPORT OF STATE TREASURER 



January 9th, 1920. 

Hon. Rut. L. Oshorne^ Comptroller General. 

Dear Sir: I have the honor to submit through you, to the 
General Assembly, a report of this Department for the fiscal year 
ending December 31st, 1919. 

Acting under authority of Section 51 of the Appropriation Act 
of 1919 the State borrowed one million, eight hundred thousand 
dollars to meet current expenses, authorized by the General 
Assembly, in anticipation of the collection of taxes. The amount 
of money borrowed was two hundred and fifty thousand dollars 
less than was authorized. The loans were placed with the Pal- 
metto National Bank of Columbia, at the rate of .037 per cent. 
In addition to the amount borrowed for general purposes the 
committee, on thjBr request of the Adjutant General, borrowed 
twenty-two thousand, eight hundred dollars "for the equipment 
and reorganization of the National Guard," of which less than 
$7,000.00 has been expended. This loan was made under author- 
ity of Sections 8 and 51 of the Appropriation Act, and was 
procured at the same rate of interest as the other loans. 

CONSCIENCE FUND. 

In my report for the fiscal year 1916 I reported the receipt of 
remittances from anonymous parties of $100.00 and $280.00. We 
have been unable to ascertain from whom the remittances came, 
or to what account they belong. I have, therefore, covered them 
into the General fund. 

NATIONAL FORESTS. 

I reported in 1918 the receipt of $100.28 from the United States 
Government on account of National Forests. During the cur- 
rent year I received $220.36, making a total on hand of $320.64. 
This money is paid to the State under authority of an Act of 
Congress approved May 23, 1908 (35 Stat. 260), and under the 
provisions of this Act it is necessary that an Act be passed by 
the General Assembly directing the distribution of the fund. 



You are requested to refer to Statement No. 1, of this report, 
and attention is directed to the County Treasurers who have made 
no remittances of 1919 taxes up to December 31. Up to this 
date four remittances are due from each county.
